KNIVES OF MANY VARIETIES 

One Solingen Firm Haa 9,000 Pattern* 
on its Rooks for Gorman 



An extraordinary thing about the 
cutlery trade is the variety of knives 
made. At the Suffolk works in Shef- 
field, for instance, they have 10,000 
different patterns on the books. They 
make sometimes 3,000 patterns to 
order at one time. 

The same thing is true of the large 
cutlery works at Solingen, in Ger- 
many. One firm has 9,000 patterns 
for Germany alone. New ones arc 
constantly coming out. 

The Suffolk works have averaged 
ten new patterns a week for two 
years. This is a trade that will not 
bo standardized, which is one reason 
why America has failed hitherto to 
compete. — Casaier's Magazine.

The annual charity festival 
known as "The Little Flower," on 
behalf of sick and infirm children, 
was held at Zurich recently with ex- 
traordinary success. Over £4.000 
was collected by pretty girls who 
ssM artificial marguerites and other 
tlowers.

AS TO SUNDAY OBSERVANCE 



Probable Reaeona Why Firet Day of 
Weak Waa Subatltuted for the 
Ancitnt Jewiih S*bbflth 

There is no definite information 
aa to when the observance of the first 
day of the week was substituted by 
the Christians for that of the sev- 
enth day, the ancient Jewish Sab- 
bath. It undoubtedly arose among 
the earlier practices of the Christian 
church, and waa regarded aa the fit- 
test day to be held sacred, 
in the words of one of the 
"it is the first day in which Ood 



the world ; and on the same 
day, also, Jesus Christ, our Saviour, 
rose from the dead." The several ref- 
erences in the New Testament to the 
lord's day, will of course be borne 
in mind. Various additional 
taken from the Old Testament 
advanced by others of the early fa- 
thers in support of the observance of 
this day. The first law, either ec- 
clesiastical or civil, by which the 
Sabbatical observance of Sunday is 
known to have been ordained, ia an 
edict of Conetantine, A. D., 321, for- 
bidding all work but ne ce ssa r y hus- 
bandry on the "venerable Sunday." 
In the Theodosian code it ia en- 
joined that "on Sunday, rightfully 
designated by our ancestors aa the 
Lord's day, all lawsuits and public 
business shall cease." Since the 
ninth century Sunday haa been a 
thoroughly established institution of 
the Christian church as a day of rest 
and religious exercises, and one ex- 
empt from any occupations of pure- 
ly secular character, except such as

MEASURING RAINDROPS. 

Hi.- simplest method yet devised 
to ascertain the size of raindrop* ia 
as follows: The drops are allowed 
to fall into a layer of dry flour one 
inch in depth, which is exposed to 
the rain for a few seconds only. 
The flour is then set aside until th* 
pelletl of dough forrued by the drop* 
have hardened sufficiently to be 
picked out. Kx|H>riments with meas- 
ured drops of water falling into the 
flour have proved that the |>ellets 
differ little in size from the drops 
that produce them. The largest 
drop* yet lested by a prominent 
scientist somewhat exceeded one- 
fifth of an inch in diameter; but 
most of them were much smaller. 
The lias varies with the kind of 
clouds lion, atiek the rain fall*.

E. D. Jones Never Heard 
of Negroes Who Used His 
Name. 



A St. Louis paper records the 
marriage in East St. Louis of Henry 
Clay, aged 82 and Adelia Strickland 
aged 72. a colored couple who told 
the reporter they were sweethearts 
on the farm of "Wildcat" Ed Jones, 
in this county in 1863, were torn 
apart by the war and the recent 
marriage was a revival of the love 
affair of 48 years ago. 

In 1863 "Wildcat" Ed Jones was a 
soldier in the army of Virginia and 
was never in Kentucky until 1869 
and he says he never had the couple 
in his employ.

M. H. Clark & Bro. says: "The 
receipts in the Clarksville open mar- 
ket last week were 211 hogsheads. 
John U. Scales, auditor, reported 
Killebrew & McMurry. salesmen of 
the Planters' Protective Association, 
sold 475 hogsheads. The reduced 
crop in the field gives a strong mar- 
ket, with a strong general demand, 
and the speculative feeling is in- 
creasing. We have had scattered 
showers of rain, but generally light. 
The supply of good plants is exhaust- 
ed and no additions can now be made 
to the tobacco crop."

ASSOCIATION FIGURES. 

Resums of the Business Cover- 
ing 7 Years. £. 

The first crop handled by the asso- 
ciation was that of 1904. says 
Secretary G. B. Bingham, in his an- 
nual report. This small beginning 
justified the efforts put forth next 
session and for each successivrJLone 
to the present. The following re- 
sume of its business for seven 
season*, showing the number of 
hogsheads sold, the number pounds, 
the amount for which it sold and 
the net average price per hundred 
pounds speaks for itself: 

1904 - 24,707 hogsheads; 39,f>31,- 
200 pounds. $2,637,953 42; net aver- 
age. $6 67. 

1905—34.638 hogsheads; 55,392.- 
140 pounds $3 944,227 64; net aver- 
age. $7 12. 

1906 -39,079 hogsheads; 61,615,- 
850 pounds. $5,45(1,099 81; net aver- 
age. $8.84 

1907- 60.417 hogsheads; 75.316,- 
905 pounds. $8,135,089.19; net aver- 
age; $8.54. 

1908- 53,676 hogsheads; 81.637.- 
144 pounds; $6,297,6*5.41; net aver- 
age; $7.04. 

1909- 24,318 hogsheads; 36,478,- 
500 pounds; $4,377,420.00; net aver- 
age $9.02. 

1910- 32,500 hogsheads; 55,000,- 
000 pounds; $5,750,000.00; net aver- 
age, $9.00. 

"Note-The 1910 crop is estimat- 
ed and based upon sales of about 
one-half of it which had been sold 
up to June 1, 1911. 

"Total-270.336 hogsheads. 429.- 
98L739 pounds; $36,592,136 20. 

"The average price for seven years 
prior to the organization, from best 
estimates, was about five cents per 
pound. The amount for which 429.- 
971.737 pounds would have sold at 
that rate, is $21,598,586.85. 

The difference between this 
amount and that for which it actualy 
sold through the association is $15.- 
093,548 35, showing a saving tu the 
planters of over two million (l&jjars
